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PREFACE. 



This Dictionary of Sea Terms, Phrases, and 
Words is an attempt to collect together the technical 
words and phrases used in the language of sailors, 
and in shipbuilding and engineering yards, amongst 
Englishmen and Frenchmen respectively 

Most of the words, but few of the phrases, are 
to be found scattered amongst a number of large 
technical works, the search for which necessarily 
entails much waste of time and trouble. Moreover, 
the works referred to are not generally available when 
wanted, and when found are frequently not those 
which would be used by sailors. In the present little 
volume the aim has been to present a sufficient 
selection of such words and phrases in a compact 
form, such as can be kept readily at hand on board 
ship, in the shipyard or works, or in a merchant's 
or broker's office. 

The Dictionary, it will be seen, is divided into 
three Parts — Part I. being a classified list of terms 
and phrases denoting the masts, sails, fittings, &c.,

of a ship, or used in the working and steering of 
vessels; Part II., an alphabetical list of terms, phrases, 
and words in English, with their French equivalents ; 
and Part III., the same terms, etc., arranged alpha- 
betically in French, with their English equivalents. 

In a work of this nature the Author cannot claim 
originality. It has been compiled partly from his 
note-books, as these have been filled up in course of 
years of past work, and partly from research, under- 
taken for the purpose, amongst a large number of 
works in both French and English ; and with the 
kind assistance of several professional friends — ship- 
builders, engineers, and officers of the Bureau Veritas 
— additional terms have been inserted, and doubtful 
terms revised, with the view of rendering the work as 
complete and accurate as possible. Nevertheless, as 
imperfections may be found, the Author begs the 
indulgence usually accorded to -a first attempt. Any 
suggestions as to needful corrections or as to phrases 
omitted (which may be addressed to him, to the care 
of the Publishers) will be gratefully acknowledged.
